Home values soar as London prices send buyers south 


House prices are soaring in 
this area by up to 1 per cent 
a month - fuelled by buyers 
from London, a shortage of 
properties and low interest 
rates. 

Surrey house prices in 
January were 5.3 per cent up 
on January 2014 according 
to the Land Registry, but 
local estate agents have re¬ 
ported much bigger rises 
and are predicting increases 
of up to 8 per cent this year.

“Lots of people are 


moving down from London 
because they cannot afford 
prices there. There are not 
enough properties coming 
on, but when they do they go 
over the asking price.” 

Simon Caird, managing di¬ 
rector of Epsom’s Caird es¬ 
tate agents, which had 15 
sales last week, said: “At the 
moment there seems to be a 
monthly change of up to one 
per cent. 

“The market is showing 
good, positive signs but one 
must not get carried away. 


We must temper all the posi¬ 
tivity with the fact people 
still need to earn money to 
afford all this.” 

From April lenders must 
“stress test” mortgage appli¬ 
cants to see how they would 
cope with an increase in in¬ 
terest rates while a number 
of sellers cannot find anoth¬ 
er home to complete their 
chain. 

Mr Caird said: “It’s posi¬ 
tive, there are loads of buy¬ 
ers around but it comes back 
to people’s ability to 


purchase property and what 
they can actually borrow.” 

He said a Tattenham Cre- 
sent home recently went 
over the asking price after 
multiple viewings and a cot¬ 
tage in Beaconsfield Place 
had already had 22 viewings 
and eight offers. 

The average price of a 
house in Surrey now stands 
at £320,102, compared to 
£409,881 in the capital and 
£168,356 across England and 
Wales.

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MoJ: Prison is 'high-performing’

The Government is standing 
firm in its denial that High 
Down prison is in crisis - de¬ 
spite more inmates’ relatives 
and ex-officers insisting that 
this is far from the truth. 

In last week’s Epsom 
Guardian, the Ministry of 
Justice (MoJ) rebutted infor¬ 
mation passed to this newspa¬ 
per by an anonymous source 
that claimed the prison, in 
High Down Lane, on the bor¬ 
der between Banstead and 
Sutton, is keeping prisoners 
locked in their cells and out of 
rehabilitative educational 
courses because there are not 
enough staff to supervise 
them. 

Following the article, a 
number of relatives and two 
ex-officers from High Down 
got in touch claiming that the 
original allegations are true. 

Anonymous relatives said 
some inmates are being treat¬ 
ed worse than dogs, being 
kept in their cells for all bar 20 
minutes a day, only let outside 
for fresh air twice in weeks, 
and sometimes being served 
cold food in their cells. 

They said this has provoked

violence from prisoners and, 
in turn, frustrated officers. 

A former officer said those 
working at the prison believe 
it is “a scary situation”, with 
a 1:35 to 40 prisoner to officer 
ratio. 

An ex-officer also said he 
had first-hand experience of 
being told to falsify regime 
monitoring reports to show 
prisoners have been let out of 
their cells for an appropriate 
amount of time when they 
had not. 

But on Tuesday an MoJ 
spokeswoman said: “There is 
simply no crisis at High 
Down. 

“The prison is improving 
across a number of areas, 


including education provi¬ 
sion, and has seen the number 
of violent incidents fall. 

“We are reforming and 
modernising the prison estate 
to ensure best value for the 
taxpayer while also providing 
safe and secure prisons 
that deliver effective 
rehabilitation.” 

She said High Down is 
recognised as a “high-per¬ 
forming prison in providing 
education to prisoners” with 
74 per cent of the classes 
being run at three-quarters 
capacity in January - al¬ 
though this is down from 81 
per cent last November. 

She said all prisoners are 
out of their cells for a

minimum of four hours and 
there are “appropriate staf¬ 
fing levels at all times”, with a 
1:30 prisoner to staff ratio, in 
line with national guidelines. 

The MoJ also said it has no 
evidence of the falsification of 
regime monitoring reports. 

It said there has been a 
“consistent reduction” in the 
number of prisoner-on-pris¬ 
oner violent incidents and a 
reduction in assaults on staff 
since last January. 


The spokeswoman said the 
“months of severe weather” 
has resulted in outdoor exer¬ 
cise being limited at times, 
but 30 minutes is provided 
“wherever possible”. She also 
said prisoners do eat meals in 
their cells, which is standard 
practice across the country.

Schools best in county 


Schools in Epsom and 
Ewell are among the best in 
the country, with their stu¬ 
dents exceeding national 
averages. 

At a recent meeting of the 
borough’s local committee 
of Surrey County Council, 
it was recognised that 
schools in the area are out¬ 
performing other schools 
in Surrey and exceeding 
national averages for early 
years to key stage 5. 

At key stage 4, Epsom and 
Ewell is the highest 
performing borough in 
Surrey, where the greatest 
proportion of pupils 
achieved five or more A* 
to C grades at GCSE, 


including English and 
maths. Three quarters of 
pupils achieved this 
against a national average 
of six out of 10. 

And while more early 
years children are achiev¬ 
ing a “good level of devel¬ 
opment”, compared with 
their peers nationwide, key 
stage 1 and key stage 2 
pupils are also exceeding 
the norm at reading, writ¬ 
ing and maths. 

In July last year, the per¬ 
centage of schools in the 
borough judged to be 
“good” or “outstanding” by 
Ofsted rose from 76 per 
cent in 2011-2012 to 84 per 
cent.

‘Beautiful miracle’ home 
after 100 lifesaving days

A “miracle” baby born at 
just 24 weeks has finally left 
hospital to the joy of his 
parents, neonatal nurses 
and midwives. 

In his first 100 days Lenny 
Harrison survived a heart 
attack, a hole in the heart, 
bleeding in his brain, three 
infections, and underwent 
nine blood transfusions. 

But on March 6 his proud 
parents brought their little 
fighter home after 100 days 
of lifesaving care in four 
hospitals across south-west 
London. 

Shelley Court, 34, from 
Tadworth Street, Tadworth, 
went to Epsom Hospital 
feeling a little unwell only 
to discover that she was 
fully dilated on November 
26 and her baby was going 
to be born four months 
early. 

Miss Court said: “I can’t 
describe the feelings that 
were running through my¬ 
self and my partner at the 
time, it was a mixture of 
fear, devastation and total 
panic.” 

After 16 hours, their 
“beautiful miracle” was de¬ 
livered at 11.06am weighing 
just lib 13oz compared to

the average baby who 
weighs in at 71b 8oz. 

Miss Court said: “We were 
told from the start that he 
may not make it, but he 
came out fighting straight 
away. I was taken back to 
theatre due to a haemor¬ 
rhage and I remember lay¬ 
ing there thinking that my 
world had collapsed. 

“Lenny was transferred 
to St George’s once he was 
stabilised and later that 
night I made the journey 
there with my partner Dean 
to meet my son for the first 
time.” 

She said: “When I first 
saw Lenny I broke down as 
he was so tiny and was cov¬ 
ered in tubes and wires. I 


felt so helpless and dazed 
and just didn’t know what 
to do.” 

Over the next nine weeks 
Miss Court and Dean Harri¬ 
son, 35, took it in turns to 
be with him day and night 
as he fought for his life. 

When he was out of dan¬ 
ger he was transferred to St 
Helier Hospital, went to 
King’s College Hospital for 
an eye operation, and final¬ 
ly came back to Epsom for 
the last week. 

Miss Court said: “The 
midwives at Epsom and the 
neonatal staff at all of the 
hospitals are worth their 
weight in gold and I will be 
eternally grateful to them 
for the rest of my life.” 


Lenny’s due date was on 
Tuesday, March 18. 

She said: “He is putting on 
weight and now weighs 61b 
11, which is great consider¬ 
ing he’s not supposed to be 
here yet.” 

Policeman Mr Harrison 
first met Miss Court, who 
works at a mini Habitat in 
Homebase, Ewell, during 
their school days together 
at the Beacon School, 
Banstead. 

Santa delivered a dia¬ 
mond wedding ring to Mr 
Harrison when he proposed 
to her outside the Woolpack 
pub in Banstead High 
Street in 2012. 

Head of midwifery at 
Epsom and St Helier Hospi¬ 
tals Trust Sally Sivas said: 
“It is lovely to hear that our 
high level of care so im¬ 
pressed Shelley and we are 
rightly very proud of our 
hardworking staff who al¬ 
ways put patients first.”

A woman exploring the death of 
her grandfather travelled from 
Australia to visit an abandoned 
cemetery where he is buried. 

Kath Ensor, 63, who lives in 
Melbourne, visited Epsom at the 
end of last year, to pay her re¬ 
spects at Horton Cemetery, off 
Hook Road. 

The cemetery contains 8,000 
bodies of those who died at Hor¬ 
ton Hospital and others in the 
Epsom cluster of mental hospi¬ 
tals, which closed in the 1990s. 

Horton was a war hospital dur¬ 
ing the World Wars and a number 
of soldiers are among the dead in 
its overgrown and uncared for 
cemetery. 

It was sold off by the regional 
health authority to private devel¬ 
oper Marques Securities in 1983 
with no conditions placed on its 
maintenance. 

Since then it has fallen into dis¬ 
repair with rubbish strewn 
throughout the area among trees 
and dense undergrowth. 

The Epsom Guardian launched 
its Dignity for the Dead at Horton 
Cemetery campaign in 2012 after 
human remains surfaced at the 
site. 

Yorkshire-born Mrs Ensor, a 
public historian and genealogist 
who has conducted work to do 
with the mentally ill and how 
they have been expunged from 
family and national histories, 
moved to Australia as a teenager. 



Help to name dead

An actor who served in World 
War I, her grandfather died, aged 
50, at Horton Hospital in 1936 and 
was buried in Horton Cemetery. 

Mrs Ensor said: “On arrival at 
the cemetery I was stunned. It 
was dense woodland surrounded 
by a rusting iron fence. 

“There was no sign of an en¬ 
trance. This area had truly re¬ 
turned to its natural state. 

“I felt reassured this was a gen¬ 
uine resting spot in harmony 
with nature.” 

But, Mrs Ensor said that her re¬ 
assurance did not last long when

(CWGC), which she hopes will 
force the owners to show a sense 
of moral responsibility to maintain 
the cemetery.

Coun Carlson said: “This is 
a very significant year as we 
are at the 100th anniversary 
of the start of the war. 
“Forty-thousand service¬ 
men went through Horton 
Hospital through World War 
I and some of them didn’t 
go home and we would re¬ 
ally like to hear about them.”

Golf course housing 
rumours 'baseless’ 



A developer has categorically 
denied spreading a rumour 
that housing will be built on a 
historic estate if its plans for 
an exclusive golf course are 
blocked. 

Andy Smith, Surrey branch 
director for Campaign to 
Protect Rural England, had 
described the rumour relat¬ 
ing to the Cherkley Court 
estate near Leatherhead as 
“baseless” and said Longshot 
or its agents should issue a 
full retraction if they were 
the source. 

Last week the future of the 
estate was the subject of an 
expensive two-day legal battle 
at the Court of Appeal in 
front of three Law Lords as 
Mole Valley District Council 
(MVDC) and Longshot lawyers 
tried to overturn a High 
Court ruling quashing the 
council's decision to grant 
planning permission to Long- 
shot. A decision is awaited. 

Responding to an email on 
Friday from Rodney Shaw, 
principal conservation officer 
at MVDC, Mr Smith said:

“Baseless rumours are cur¬ 
rently circulating that, if the 
golf course development does 
not go ahead, the entire estate 
will be used for housing. 

“I hope you will point out to 
the developers and their pub¬ 
lic relations firm that this 
allegation is completely false, 
and if Longshot or their 
agents are responsible for 
spreading these rumours 
they should be asked to issue 
a full retraction.” 

A Longshot spokesman 
denied it had anything to do 
with the rumour. 

Although the rumour was 
not about Longshot selling 
the land to house builders, 
but about what might happen 
to the land if Longshot’s 
plans failed, the spokesman 
said it had not been ap¬ 
proached by any developers 
about building housing on the 
historic estate.

“We find it shocking that it 
would be suggested that we 
would be looking for house 
builders to build on Cherkley 
Court and it is a story we are 
disappointed to hear is even 
being remotely shared.” 

Lonshot refused to make 
any comment about last 
week’s Court of Appeal hear¬ 
ing but David Crawford, a 
director of the Cherkley 
Campaign, said: “It should be 
clear to the Law Lords from

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Flood response to be 
taken to task group

A “task group” is to be set up in 
Surrey to review the county 
council’s response to the devas¬ 
tating floods. 

The Conservative majority re¬ 
fused to debate a Liberal Demo¬ 
crat motion criticising flood 
preparedness and calling for spe¬ 
cific action, during a meeting at 
Surrey County Hall on Tuesday. 

The Lib Dem motion called on 
the council to update its flood 
asset register and wet spot list, re¬ 
view its policy of cleaning gullies 
at least once a year, plant trees, 
develop policies to avoid building 
on flood plains, repair roads and 
bridges and apply for funding. 

Tory councillors, instead 
backed their own motion, arguing 
the Lib Dem’s proposals fell 
under the remit of the new flood¬ 
ing task group being set up and 
headed by environment and 
transport committee chairman 
Councillor David Harmer. 

Coun Hall said the Lib Dem mo¬ 
tion failed to address concerns in 
his area where about 120 proper¬ 
ties were flooded. 

He said: “It was not the drains 
in the road, it was the river mate. 

“It’s a fast-moving thing that 
needs evidence, proper thought 
and an opening of minds.”

Councillor Chris Townsend, 
who represents Ashtead, quoted 
someone he spoke to during the 
floods who told him: “I don’t want 
you to learn lessons, I want you to 
take action.” 

The Tory motion, which noted 
the infrastructure repair bill was 
more than £10m, resolved to con¬ 
tinue helping flood victims, as¬ 
sess longer term solutions and 
call on the Government to fund a 


flood alleviation scheme. 

After the meeting, a frustrated 
Lib Dem environment and trans¬ 
portation spokesman, Councillor 
Stephen Cooksey, said: “The ad¬ 
ministration motion in effect re¬ 
moves the criticism and the 
suggested action and provides an 
anodyne approach which adds 
nothing to what we already 
know.” 

But after the meeting, Resi¬ 
dents’ Association County Coun¬ 
cillor Eber Kington, who 
represents Ewell Court, Auriol 
and Cuddington, described the 
task group as an excellent idea. 

He said: “It’s important to know 
what the problems were, how 
they might be better tackled and 
a whole range of things to be 
done.” 

Coun Harmer said the task 
group would be made up of six or 
seven councillors including Coun 
Cooksey and representatives 
from flood-hit areas. 

He said: “It is essentially to look 
at what happened this year. We 
want to look at previous recom¬ 
mendations and see what was im¬ 
plemented to give us an idea of 
what we can afford.” 

He said they will report back to 
the select committee that will 
then make recommendations to 
the cabinet so measures can be 
put in place before next winter.

The sun was out and the river 
was well within its banks, but 
more than 50 flood victims still 
sought help on Friday as their 
misery continued. 

Flood experts, Environment 
Agency (EA) representatives 
and council workers were at 
the National Flood Forum’s 
(NNF) trailer parked for the 
day in the car park at Leather- 
head leisure centre. 

The centre had to close and 
be protected with sandbags 
when the River Mole burst its 
banks on Christmas Eve. 

Paul Hendy, from the NNF, 
said: “For people who are 
flooded, the problems don’t go 
away. The fact it’s a 
sunny day does not ex¬ 
actly resolve the 


issues of drying out properties, 
dealing with insurance compa¬ 
nies and the constant worries 
they have got.” 

He said virtually all the flood 
victims were displaced from 
their homes. 

He said: “We should have 
been here sooner, but unfortu¬ 
nately we are a charity and 
didn’t have the resources to 
cover the extent of what hap¬ 
pened with the flooding 
throughout the country.” 

Outside the trailer, Robert 
Clark, from Cannon Grove, 
Fetcham, said his family have 
been living upstairs and using 
a temporary 
kitchen in 
the garage 
after their 


home was flooded on Christ¬ 
mas Eve. 

Mr Clark said: “It’s been 
chaos ever since. We lost some 
furniture so we were sitting 
around on camping chairs as 
opposed to the sofa. We have 
had the dehumidifier and big 
fans going all the time, but we 
are staying put.” 

Graeme Kane, strategic lead¬ 
ership manager at Mole Valley 
District Council, estimated 
that floods hit between 80 and 
100 properties in Leatherhead 
and Fetcham, but he said: “We 
only know what we have been 
told.” 

Flooded homeowners are eli¬ 
gible for council tax relief for 
three months and Government 
flood recovery grants of £5,000.

Sunnybank appeals 
for Cluster support

The man who founded a charity 
for people with learning disabili¬ 
ties is appealing for support from 
everyone connected to the Epsom 
Cluster of mental hospitals. 

Dyslexia-sufferer Tom Rhind- 
Tutt MBE, founded the Sunny¬ 
bank Trust 25 years ago in his 
living room in Sunnybank, on the 
Woodcote estate, Epsom, to sup¬ 
port patients from those hospitals 
after they closed. 

Epsom’s mental hospitals 
played a very important role in 
the borough’s history, with thou¬ 
sands of people working there in 
a huge variety of roles for almost 
100 years. 

Created at the turn of the 20th 
century by the then-London 
County Council, Mr Rhind-Tutt 
said they were not the disgrace 
some people now believe and 
were in fact a major improve¬ 
ment on the way people with 
mental health problems and 
learning disabilities were treated 
at this time - when many ended 
up chained to the walls of a 
workhouse. 

Horton, Long Grove, Manor 
Park, St Ebba’s and West Park 
hospitals were self-sufficient es¬ 
tablishments with their own 
farms, workhouses, laundries 
and kitchens where the patients 
were encouraged to work. 

Mr Rhind-Tutt explained that 
he formed the Sunnybank Trust 
when the hospitals were shutting 
in the 1990s - a result of a change 
in NHS policy - to provide the 
support and care to patients that 
had previously been supplied by 
the hospitals’ league of friends. 

The 86-year-old said: “These 
asylums were regarded as state- 
of-the-art and there was a pride 
in what they were doing. The 
community rallied round. 

“It’s not right to compare the 
hospitals of those days to today. 
It’s different but they cared and 
did their best. It’s wrong to say 
that they were a disgrace and a 
disappointment. 

“The hospitals were very good 
in the sense of community. The 
patients could move around with¬ 
in the boundaries of the hospitals 
and did what they wanted when 
they weren’t working. 

“These days they live in com¬ 
munity homes in groups of six to 
eight. They are well-equipped,

but they don’t have the freedom 
to move around because of the 
traffic because they are living in 
ordinary roads.” 

Mr Rhind-Tutt said people liv¬ 
ing in homes in the community 
lack meaningful forms of social 
interaction - which is where the 
Kites club comes in. 

He said patients found the move 
into the community “disturbing” 
while some roads in Ashtead 
even started petitions against 
having them placed there. 

Mr Rhind-Tutt said: “A few 
years ago I invited a businessman 
friend of mine to the Kites Club. 
He sat at the back with his arms 
folded looking disgruntled. 

“He was watching the members 
perform and I thought ‘He’s just 
very offended by all this’. 

“Then I looked again and saw 
tears streaming down his face. 
This is where we need to get to.” 

Last May, the Epsom Guardian 


launched the Shine On appeal to 
help the charity ensure it can 
keep on running its weekly social 
club, Kites; a friendship scheme 
and independent advocacy ser¬ 
vice, following a collapse in sup¬ 
port from charitable trusts 
affected by the financial 
downturn. 

Mr Rhind-Tutt said last week he 
hoped that everyone in the area 
connected with the Epsom Clus¬ 
ter, whether they be former staff, 
former supporters or people 
whose relatives were connected 
to the hospitals, would rally 
round to support the Sunnybank 
Trust which is continuing 
the work they did in the 21st 
century.

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Survey response says 
fix the level crossing

“We don’t want a bridge, just im¬ 
prove the level crossing.” 

That was the view of the majori¬ 
ty of residents responding to a 
survey by Epsom and Ewell MP 
Chris Grayling about the unreli¬ 
able level crossing in Ashtead. 

Mr Grayling said two-thirds of 
about 300 respondents on the 
Ashtead Common side of the 
tracks wanted to improve the ex¬ 
isting level crossing by Ashtead 
train station, instead of creating a 
“new link”. 

He said: “The consensus view of 
local residents is they would pre¬ 
fer the existing crossing to be 
modernised so it is more reliable 
and for there to be an emergency 
route across the railway line in 
case of a breakdown.” 

Mr Grayling said there were 
fears that another crossing, such 
as a bridge or underpass, would 
lead to more traffic and crime. 

He said: “A few people said they 
liked the idea of everybody who 
does go over there being on CCTV. 
It’s a quiet area.” 

Having met councillors and res¬ 
idents’ association members, Mr 
Grayling plans to meet with Net¬ 
work Rail within the next month.

After a major breakdown at the 
Ashtead level crossing last month 
Network Rail said it was taking 
the issue very seriously and had 
engineers investigating how to re¬ 
duce breakdowns. 

The response to Mr Grayling’s 
survey were in contrast to a poll 
on the Epsom Guardian website 
last week, in which 72 per cent of 
the 65 readers who took part said 
they wanted a bridge to replace 
the level crossing. 

Asked when he was going to 
consult people on the other side of 
the railway line, Mr Grayling said 


this would happen at a later stage. 

He said: “We will have to talk to 
people again.” 

People in Craddock’s Parade, 
Ashtead, told the Epsom 
Guardian their concerns were 
congestion, waiting times and 
emergency services facing delays 
when crossing the railway line. 

Last week, Mark Carne, chief 
executive of Network Rail, told 
BCC Radio 4’s Today programme: 
“The only safe level crossing is a 
closed level crossing.” 

He also promised £100m invest¬ 
ment over the next five years to 
close as many of them as possible. 

He issued an unreserved 
apology for safety failings and the 
way the company had treated 
families bereaved by level 
crossing accidents. 

A damning inquiry by the 
House of Commons transport 
committee found level crossings 
still account for half of all fatali¬ 
ties on the railway in recent 
years, excluding suicides and 
trespassers. 

Unveiling the committee’s re¬ 
port, chairwoman MP Louise Ell- 
man said: “On too many 
occasions Network Rail showed a 
callous disregard for the feelings 
of the families of people killed or 
seriously injured.” 


Crossing 

debate 

• Councillor John 
Northcott, who rep¬ 
resents Ashtead 
Common at Mole 
Valley District 
Council (MVDC), 
said: “What they 
want is a crossing 
that operates reli¬ 
ably. The crossing 
has been around a 
lot longer than the 
people living there 
and people chose 
to live on that side 
with their eyes 
open. 

“Our job is to get 
Network Rail to 
make the crossing 
more reliable and 
operate it properly. 
Our job is to make 
sure there is ac¬ 
cess for emergency 
services.” 

• Surrey County 
Councillor Chris 
Townsend, leader 
of MVDC, said 
breakdowns were 
becoming increas¬ 
ingly prevalent and 
the number of 
trains had doubled. 

Coun Townsend 
said: “If we get the 
upgrade to equip¬ 
ment to open and 
close it then a lot of 
residents will be 
much happier.”

Tesco ‘mothballs’ its 
site after long battle

Residents have accused Tesco 
of “mothballing” a site after 
it battled three years to get 
planning permission to build 
a metro store there. 

Mole Valley councillors 
gave the go-ahead for a plan¬ 
ning application to develop 
the supermarket on the site of 
the old Esso, in the Street, 
Ashtead, in September 2012. 

The approval followed oppo¬ 
sition from residents who 
said they were not against the 
store, but believed a lack of 
on-site parking would clog up 
existing car parking spaces in 
the village and drive potential 
customers elsewhere. 

But almost 18 months later 
work has still not begun on 
the Tesco Metro. 

Ashtead Residents’ Associa¬ 
tion said its members recent¬ 
ly met with Beth Greenhouse, 
corporate affairs manager at 
Tesco, to discuss the proposed 
store, but were told no time¬ 
line has been set for the start 
of the development. 

Ms Greenhouse said: 
“While at this stage we do not 
have timelines for when work 
on the store will get under 


way, we will keep the commu¬ 
nity updated as soon as we do. 

“In the meantime we will 
make sure the site is kept se¬ 
cure and tidy.” 

Jim Malynn, chairman of 
the Ashtead Residents’ Asso¬ 
ciation, said: “It is obviously 
disappointing Tesco do not 
appear to have any immediate 
plans to construct the store 
on the old Esso site. 

“This will be a concern for 
residents and traders alike. 

“It is ironic that having 
fought to get planning per¬ 
mission for some three years, 


the site is now being ‘moth¬ 
balled’ until Tesco feel the 
time is right for it to be 
developed. 

“The residents’ association 
is maintaining good lines of 
communication with Tesco’s 
area corporate affairs manag¬ 
er, and through her we have 
managed to get the site tidied. 

“We will continue to liaise 
with her and must hope that 
Tesco’s plans change again 
and allow this site to be devel¬ 
oped to bring life back to 
Ashtead’s main shopping 
street.” 


Fear over 
care bill 

A controversial law that could 
see hospitals shut down with 
minimal public consultation in 
order to save failing hospitals 
nearby has been voted through 
by MPs. 

Clause 119 of the Govern¬ 
ment’s care bill, the hospital 
closure clause, would allow a 
hospital to be closed or down¬ 
graded if another trust in the 
area is failing financially. 

In the House of Commons 
last week, 297 MPs voted in 
favour of clause 119, while 239 
voted against it. 

The bill will now go the 
House of Lords. 

This clause states that a 
“trust special administrator” 
taking action in relation to a 
hospital trust in financial diffi¬ 
culties would be able to take 
action “in relation to another 
NHS trust, which is necessary 
for and consequential on ac¬ 
tion taken in relation to that 
NHS trust”. 

Epsom’s MP Chris Grayling 
has insisted it is a technical 
clause. 

But health campaigner Jane 
Race said: “Clause 119 has the 
ability to cause serious dam¬ 
age to the NHS and our com¬ 
munities. It gives unchecked 
powers for managers to expe¬ 
dite hospital closures. Deci¬ 
sions about the future of NHS 
services should not be finance- 
led, but driven by clinical per¬ 
formance and patient safety.”

The first record of Methodism in 
Epsom is of meetings at a cottage 
in Epsom Common in 1840.

The present church, built in 
1914, was damaged by a flying 
bomb during World War II. 

Police Sergeant Green, who was

Ever been stressed? Silly question. Did 
you know stress can kill? Another silly 
question?

Six-year-old Staffordshire Terrier 
Holly came to see us in February. She 
initially came because she had sore 
eyes and was urinating more than 
normal.

It is also a disease that can 
cause many different symptoms, as it 
did with Holly, making diagnosis 
difficult. 

Now we knew Holly's diagnosis, 
treatment had to be given immediately. 

In fact, during the short time between 
being admitted and her results coming 
in Holly's body had started to crash as it 
could not cope with this stress - she 
became critically ill in just a matter of 
hours. 


Thankfully Holly was already in 
hospital and on a drip so the life saving 
medication and fluids she required 
could be started immediately. Even so, 
Holly remained critical for 36 hours and 
required round-the-clock care. 
Eventually she started to turn the 
corner. 

We knew she was getting better when 
she started to become her noisy self! 
Holly was in hospital for a week while 
her condition was stabilised. 

She developed horrible diarrhea and 
so wore a nappy to help keep her clean! 
During the week she gradually became 
stronger and was finally able to go 


home. Having Addison's means that 
Holly will now be on medications to 
replace the hormones she lacks for life. 
However, with these on board we 
expect Holly to have a normal, 
full life.

Fast broadband is 
the new essential 


House-hunters opt for good 
broadband connection over 
having friendly neighbours 



Central heating, energy 
efficiency and home 
security top the nation’s list 
of top 20 must-have home 
features, according to new 
research from Gocompare. 
com Home Insurance, while 
more than half say that a 
good broadband connection 
is now an essential. 

Today’s house-hunters are 
more likely to be sold on the 
idea of properties with an 
efficient central heating 
system (73 per cent), double 
glazing (72 per cent) and 
secure doors and windows 
(71 per cent), than 
characterful features. Only 
nine per cent of those 
surveyed said that if they 
were looking to buy a house, 
they would consider period 
features to be essential. 

Energy efficiency 

Energy efficiency was a 
key theme running through 
the survey - across all the 
regions. As well as an 
effective central heating 


system and double glazing, 
the top 10 property 
essentials include a good 
energy efficiency rating (54 
per cent) and cavity wall 
insulation (48 per cent). 

Online versus real-life 
community 

Access to the internet was 
ranked highly, with more 
people considering a good 
broadband connection (54 
per cent) more important 
than local shops and 
amenities (52 per cent) or 
friendly neighbours (48 per 
cent) - perhaps preferring 
to spend more time with 
their online community 
than in their local 
neighbourhood. Londoners 
rated local shops and 
amenities the highest, with 
60 per cent saying that they 
were essential criteria in 
looking for a new home. A 
strong mobile phone signal 
(34 per cent) also made the 
top 20 list and was rated 
more highly by Londoners 


(43 per cent) than people 
living elsewhere in the UK. 

Only a fifth of those 
surveyed said access to 
good local schools was an 
essential factor in buying a 
new home. 

Garden or garage? Bath 
or shower? 

The home ‘must-haves’ 
survey suggests that people 
favour green spaces over 


tarmac, with more 
considering a garden (68 per 
cent) an essential compared 
with off-road parking (54 
per cent) or a garage (41 per 
cent). 

When it comes to 
bathroom preferences, 
showers topped the list with 
61 per cent of respondents 
considering a shower a 
‘must’ in a new home 


compared with just over 
half (53 per cent) who 
deemed a bath to be an 
essential item. 

And just 29 per cent said 
that an en-suite bathroom 
was a ‘must-have’ room, 
with people living in Wales 
(34 per cent) and Scotland 
(34 per cent) giving the 
highest priority to en-suite 
washing facilities.

Drivers think MOT is optional 



The battle for hearts and minds in the 
city has just got hotter with the 
launch of Citroen’s second generation 
Cl urban runabout. 

Although the diminutive French 
hatch shares much with its Peugeot 
108 and Toyota Aygo stablemates, the 
Cl’s bold new exterior look shares 
more with recent arrivals such as the 
firm’s new Picasso people carrier. 

On sale in July, UK buyers will be 
able to choose from three trim levels 
with prices ranging from £8,245 for 
the entry-level Touch to £11,935 for 
the range-topping Flair. 

Available with three and five doors 
the Cl is powered by a range of 
newly developed petrol engines. 



Most hatchbacks have a halo 
sporting model and in the new 
Mercedes A-Class’s case, it’s the fire 
breathing 360hp A45 AMG, writes 
Philip Shoulder. 

However, at £38,190 it’s in the 
upper tier of premium performance 
hatchbacks, considerably pricier 
than a VW Golf GTi or Ford Focus ST, 
for example, Enter the A250 4Matic 
Engineered by AMG. Sitting above 
the two-wheel driven A250 AMG 
Sport, but below the range topping 
A45 AMG, this ‘breathed on’ by AMG 
model aims to offer much of the 
flagship’s thrills, but for £7,500 less. 

Features of note over the cheaper 
A250 AMG sport, include: a Diamond 
grille with one louvre, taken directly 
from Concept A-Class of 2010; 
bespoke AMG sports suspension; red 
brake callipers; 18in AMG twin- 
spoke alloy wheels, and 235/40 R18 
tyres, along with changes to the 
Electronic Stability Programme (ESP) 
characteristics. This more premium 


model also boasts bi-xenon 
headlights with LED daytime running 
lights; red trim parts in the bumpers 
and privacy glass. 

Using the same 2.0 litre 4-cylinder 
turbocharged engine as in the A250 
AMG Sport, the A250 Engineered by 
AMG 4Matic’s all-wheel drive system 
allows up to 50 per cent of power to 
be sent to the rear wheels. The result 
is huge grip and traction and allows 
this A-Class to unleash all of its 208 


bhp without any drama - even on 
wet roundabouts - then you’re off 
like a rocket. 

The racy theme continues inside 
the cabin, with sports seats: red 
seatbelts and air vent rings, chrome 
highlights, flat-bottomed Nappa 
leather sports steering wheel, 
Alcantra trim parts with sporty red 
stitching. 

Verdict: A desirable (if expensive), 
highly useable and quick hot-hatch. 


More than 3.4 million drivers do not 
know that an MOT certificate is a 
legal requirement for cars over 
three years old. 

According to research by the fast 
fit and vehicle parts replacement 
specialists Kwik Fit, there are 
similar widespread levels of 
ignorance about other motoring 
obligations, with nine per cent of 
drivers admitting they didn’t realise 
car insurance was compulsory, and 
10 per cent saying the same about 
a valid tax disc. 

While some drivers are unaware 
of which items are legal 
requirements, other motorists think 
regulations are stricter than they 
are in reality. 

As part of the study, Kwik Fit 
questioned motorists about the 
need to service their car annually 
and found that a fifth (20 per cent) 
incorrectly believed this was a legal 
obligation. A further 46 per cent 
mistakenly thought that the law 


required them to carry a spare tyre 
in the UK, and 18 per cent 
incorrectly said the same about an 
emergency warning triangle. 

The research also uncovered 
confusion among motorists as to 
what checks are included in an 
MOT, raising concerns that millions 
of drivers could be relying on this 
test to ensure the safety of items 
that are not part of the checklist. 

Around 40 per cent of motorists 
said they expected their car’s oil 
levels to be checked as part of an 
MOT and 38 per cent expected their 
battery condition to be assessed. 
Both are not part of the test.
